From being 
a inado up breed the Chester White 
type presents great variations. Some- 
times the cure art; siimll, n£uiu large; 
sometimes the hair ia straight, at other 
times curly. Once in awhile there will 
he "blue spots on the skin or black spots 
on the bnir. 


But -with all these variations the hog 


ilsolf is always huge, quiet and easily 
fattened. Sonic specimens of the breed 
have reached 000 pounds weight when 
fully grown and fattened. The usual
